The Central Hotel Company, 
whose case is now pending in the court 
for selling cigars on Sunday, does not care 
to take the nak of being prosecuted for 
selling newspapers on Sunday All other 
merchants view the matter in the same 
, consequently all refused to have 
papers left at their places of business. 
The weather being so severe the streets 
were deserted. Even the newsboys were 
afraid to cry out their wares for fear of 
being arrested for disturbing the Sabbath. 

The correspondent drew the picture a 
trifle atrong;— in fact, he slung a little too 
much red ink. 

It is true the cigar store which through 
out the week is headquarters for that moat 
excellent paper, The Commercial Gaaette. 
was closed as tight as wax, and thus 
many patrona of the paper were deprived 
of the "necessity" of rending the world's 
newa on the Sabbath.
